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Southern Eights Meeting in Franklin County. 

At u meeting of a portion of the citizens 
of the Elkhorn Precinct, Franklin county, 

• •ailed to the chair, and Wm. Steele, 
Esq., appointed secretary. 

This meeting was attended by eighty voters, 
notwithstanding the rainy evening, and the 
following preamble and resolutions passed 
without a dissenting voice. 

The following were appointed a committee 
on resolutions : Isaac \V in gate, sr., V. Cliinn, 
Esq., S. F. J. Trabuo, Esq., Dr. B. Duvall, 
and J. It. Butler. 

After their adoption the meeting was ad- 
dressed in a speech of an hour or two by S. ' 
F. J. Trabue. in a review of the origin and 
progress of the Abolition sentiment in this 
and other States — our past military history in 
the great northwest, and the pay we )tre now 
receiving in lieu of the same. 

[We are compelled to omit the preamble 
in consequence of its length, and the crowded I 
condition of our columns. — Ed.] 

Resolver/, That wo recognize our duties as 
citizens to a Government which protects our 
lives and property, and looks to our peace, 
happiness, and prosperity; that we do not by 
either the charter of our liberties, the Constitu- 
tion of our late General or Mate Govern- 
ments, owe allegiance to any new Abolition 
tyranny attempted to be foisted upon us by 
tiie enemies of our dearest rights and institu- ! 
tions. 

2. That having, through our distinguished 
and venerable Senator, lion. J. J. Crittenden, 
sought for a recognition and proper constitu- 
tional guarantee of certain rights, which wo 
believe to fall far short of what we are entitled 
to under the Federal Constitution, and these 
having been wholly disregarded by overwhelm- j 
ing majorities in both branches of our Nation- j 
al 

To 

Peace Conference some guarantee of an lion- ; 
orable solution of our difficulties, we find our j 
proposals at compromise rejected with almost 
contempt by that Assembly, composed mostly 
of Northern Representatives. Hoping stiil 
the President elect, feeling the responsibility 
of his high position, {might at least stay the j 
arm of liis revenge against our Southern | 
brethern. wo awake again to a sad disappoint- 
ment. Henceforth, therefore, we will con- 
tend for nothing short of the full measure of | 
all our rights. 

3. That our Representative and Senator in 
the State Assembly are requested to use their 
most earnest exertions to have the question of I 
State Convention submitted to the people. 

4. That we tender our thanks to those pa- • 
triots of the non-slaveholding States who s 
have stood by the compromises of the Con- j 
stitution, who have battled for the equality of 
the States in the Union, and now oppose the J 
doctrine of coercion. 

5. That the course of our Representative in ] 
Congress, the Hon. Wm. E. Simms, is fully j 
indorsed by this meeting, atul we warmly ac- 
cordliim our sympathies in his zealous endenv- ; 
ors in behalf of Southern States Rights. 

6. That the proceedings ot this meeting he 
furnished the Louisville Courier. Frankfort 
Yeoman, Woodford Pennant, and Lexington j 
Statesman, and they are politely requested to 
publish the same.

Southern Eights Meeting in Scott County. 

At a meeting held in Georgetown on Mon- 
day, March 18th, County Court day, Col. 
Wm. P. Duvall was called to the Chair, and 
J . MeYiley appointed Secretary. 

On motion, the Chain appointed as Com- 
mittee on Resolutions, J. Stoddard Johnston, 
D. Howard Smith, W. R. Webb, Joseph Pat- 
terson, and Romulus. 

During the absence of the committee, Capt. 
Newton Craig made a few remarks, warmly 
Southern in tone, which were responded to by 
the. large crowd present with enthusiasm. 

The committee reported the following res- 
olutions: 

Whereas. Political events of recent oc- 
currence render an expression of the voice of 
t lie people of Kentucky wise and necessary; 
therefore, 

Roaolved, That we approve of a call for a 
Convention at Frankfort, on the 20th inst., j 
and that the Chairman of this meeting ap- 
point delegates to the same. 

2. That seven States having withdrawn 
from the Union, we deprecate any attempt to 
enforce the Federal laws in any manner with- 
in their limits as calculated to produce civil 
war, and as invading the rights of a new Re- 
public with which we should rather cultivate 
amitv than profoke hostilities. 

3. That the Crittenden amendments, with the 
clause of hereafter acquired territory, covering 
as they do, all essential points of controversy, ; 
and containing a simple enunciation and guar- 
antee of our rights without asking conces- 
sions from the North, present the only basis I 
upon which a permanent settlement of our 
National troubles can be effected, and that 
’measures should be immediately taken by the j 
rSflfcUHiig Slave States in the Union : > j re- 
sent tlmnas an ultimatum to the North. 

4. That we favor the recommendation of 
Virginia and Missouri for a Border Slave 
State Convention to agree upon some common 
and united action, and to provide, in case of a 
failure to secure our just demands, Jfor our per- 
manent connection with the Confederate 
States. 

5. That our Representatives in the General 
Assembly are hereby instructed to regard the 
above resolutions as expressing the senso of 
this meeting, and to use their efforts to carry 
out the views expressed therein. 

Mr. Johnson advocated tiie resolutions in a 
short speech, warmly indorsing them, and 
urging the necessity of Kentucky placing her- 
self by her sister Southern Slates, and resist- 
ing the encroachments of Northern fanaticism. 
He was followed by Col. E. C. Tucker, for- 
merly County Elector for Bell and Everett, 
who also advocated the resolutions. After 
soino discussion between Dr. Gano, Mr. John- 
ston, Judge Morris, and Col. Tucker, the reso- 
lutions were adopted. 

A large number of delegates were appoint- 
ed by name, and a resolution also adopted au- 
thorizing all citizens of the county, favorable 
to the objects of the Convention, to attend ns 
delegates. 

This was the largest meeting held here for 
sometime; and, although some slight demon- 
stration was made by theso-callcd Lnion men. 
the sentiments of the mass of them agreed 
with the resolutions.

At a meeting of a respectable portion of 
the citizens of Caldwell county, held at the 
court-house, in Princeton, Kentucky, on the ' 
‘Jth of March, 18(51, on motion. M. Dudley, : 
Esq., was called to the chair, and James A. ; 
Cook appointed secretary. The chairman j 
upon taking his station, stated the objeet of 
tiie meeting, and then, upon motion, appoint- | 
ed the foliowing gentlemen a committee to 
draft resolutions expressive of the sense of j 
meeting, viz: Col. J. P. McGoodwin, Dr. j 
Nic^^i&ither, J. B. V, d ington, Lemuel 
< 1 . upper, and George AV. Barbour, who, alter 
a few moments’ absence, returned and sub- 
mitted to the meeting the following resolu- ! 
tions : 



A\ hf.reas, The people of the Northern 
State-, in America, through their State Leg- 
islatures, by their Representatives in Congress, 
and by themselves ot the bailot-box, have re- j 
peatedly asserted doctrines subversive of 
Southern interests and looking directly to the 
destruction of Southern rights; and whereas, : 
they by their votes, have placed in power a 
man representing their peculiar views, who ' 
has officially declared his intention to carry , 
them out : and whereas, a number of the States 
have in consequence withdrawn from the Fed- I 
oral Union; therefore, 

lh-solvcd. That it is the sense of the people 
of Caldwell county that it is not only the in- I 
tcrests, but it is also the duty, of Kentuckians, 
to stand by their brethren in The South, and 
aid them in maintaining their rights against 
all assaults, come from what quarter they 
may. 

Resolved. That should the President, as in- 
timated in his Inaugural, attempt to take the I 
forts now held by the Confederate States, or 
otherwise to interfere with their rights, then 
it is the duty of Kentucky to stand as a bar- 
rier against him for the protection of the ! 
South. 

Resolved, That the people of Kentucky pre- 
fer independence and equal rights in the 
Southern Confederacy, to inequality with the 
North; and all hope of adjustment of our 
national difficulties being gone. Kentucky 
should join tiie seceded States as her only 
hope of security. 



Southern Eights Meeting in Fayette. 

At a large and enthusiastic meeting of the 
citizens of Lexington and Fayette county, 
held pursuant to notice at the court-house in 
the city of Lexington, Tuesday evening, 
March 10th 1801. the following resolutions 
were unanimously adopted : 

'Whereas, We have viewed with patriot- 
ic alarm the fearful distractions of our com- 
mon country: therefore, bo it 

Resolved, That we pledge our lives, our for- 
tunes, and our sacred honor to obtain our 
rights under the Constitution, have them 
recognized and respected by the Northern 
States, and in that way alone conduce to 
bring back our Southern brethren, and ifpos 
sible, reconstruct the Federal Union on a 
basis of justice and equality. 

Resolved, That we regret to see a sectional 
part}' substituting the Chicago platform in 
lieu of the Federal Constitution, and look 
with alarming mi-trust upon the ambiguous 
inaugural of Mr. Lincoln. 

Resolved, That we will, to a man, oppose 
Republican coercion, and should Federal 
troops attempt to march through the State of 
Kentucky for the purpose of subjugating the 
South, or forcibly collecting revenue “we 
will welcome them with bloody hands to hos- 
pitable graves.” 

Resolved, That while we deeply regret the 
disruption of the National Confederacy, still, 
should there be a permanent dissolution, we 
pledge ourselves to go with the South. 

Resolved. That we cordially indorse the call 
for a meeting of the people at Frankfort on 
the 20th inst.. and we earnestly solicit every 
man of Fayette county, who may be imbued 
with Southern feeling, to rally, arid lend his 
heart and hands in maintaining the rights en- 
tailed by our fathers.

Memphis, March 20. 

The ordinance of secession and co-operation 
resolutions was passed by tho Arkansas Con- 
vention to-day, to be submitted to a vote of 
the people for their decision. Both parties 
acted in a spirit of conciliation. Tho Con- 
vention has adjourned. 

From Virginia. 

Richmond, March 20. 

In the Convention, Mr. Halcombe of Al- 
bemarle, made an eloquent speech in favor of 
withdrawal from the Union. 

Resolutions relative to taxation were con- 
sidered, and pending a motion to table them, 
the Convention adjourned. 

Mr. Carlisle will offer an amendment to 
the resolutions of the Committee on Federal 
Relation*, embodying the Franklin substitute 
entire. 



JfyjrYY'c publish from the Louisville Cou- 
rier, a letter from ox-Governor Helm, on 
national affairs. Governor Helm was one of 
the proudest of the W hig leaders in the best 
da vs of that party, and hi* vote and his in- 
iluence swelled the majority for Bell and 
Everett iast November; and when the •• Union 
men' met here in Stato Convention, on the 
8tli of January, lie was chosen to preside over 
the deliberations of that body. 

But, while he was devoted to the I liion on 
the basis of the Constitution and the equal 
rights of the Flat' lie was not willing to' 
submit to a policy that embodied and i* in-; 
tended to perpetuate the wrongs of which the 
people of the South so justly complain; and j 
now, recognizing tho separation of the States 
as a fact, and properly appreciating the true j 
condition of the country and comprehending ' 
the best interests of all sections, he boldly ad- I 
vises a united South, and takes unmistakable 
Southern ground. 

Ili* letter will ho read with much interest 
and great satisfaction by the thousands who ' 
have heretofore fought under liis banner, and 
followed him to victory iti days gone by. 

Letter from Ex-Gov. John L. Holm. 

Elizabethtown, March 16, 1861. 

Gentlemen : I received your letter last night, ; 
too late, of course, to comply with the request 
of your citizen* to at tend t ho contemplated | 
meeting. My health is of a peculiar charac- 
ter. and admonishes mo not too often to en- 
gage in exciting scenes, or to subject myself j 
to sudden transitions from heat to cold. I 
have felt a deep solicitude for the welfare of j 
Louisville, and that solicitude ha.* induced 
feelings of deep regret at the tone and temper 
of a part of your public journals towards the 
South and its principal men. I have feared, 
and now apprehend, your enterprising citi- 
zens are suffering and will continue to suffer 
from a loss of their valuable trade. I may be 
ignorent of the course of the trade of Louis- 
ville. hut I reason from known facts. I can- 
not bring myself to the conclusion that 
Louisville can successfully compete with 
Cincinnati, Chicago, and St. Louis for the 
trade of the Northwest. It seems to me that 
naturally and geographically, the South and 
Southwest arc the countries to which Louis- 
ville must look for her most profitable trade. 

I am aware that interest is one of the govern- 
ing law* of trade; hut can Louisville afford 
to undersell her neighbors? If she cannot, 
the advantages being equal, is it likely, 
when wc consider the high character of the 
Southern people, that their favor will l e pro- 
pitiated by public declarations that they are 
“traitors'' and “robber.*,'' and that their 
most trusted men are “ thieves," and deserve 
the traitor's doom? YY’e know it to be a prin- 
ciple of our weak nature to he more bitter 
towards those from whom we have a just 
right to expect friendship when they prove 
false to that friendship, than to those from 
whom we expected nothing. 

It was hilt the other du v tile two parties of j 
Kentucky, claiming for themselves the name 
of conservative, met and summed up the | 
causes which had brought on our troubles, I 
and demanded from the aggressors, the North- | 
ern people, an acknowledgement of our rights 



and a redress of our grievance*. Those griev- j 
nnces arc common to the South. As among | 
the most prominent remedies was that of the 
proposition of our noble old patriot, Critten- j 
den. Y V e responded to the call of \ irginia, 
and sent commissioners to a 1’oace Congress.! 
These have proved unavailing. We pro- 
posed a National Convention, which seems to 
he the favored plan of the powers that lie. , 
How many States hare responded? A\ ith 
this temperate course of the Border .States, 
v. T iil it ho surprising that the extreme South- ■ 
ern States, to whom we attribute the fault of 
being too quick to resent our injuries, shall, 
become incensed against the people of Louis- 
ville and Kentucky, when they evince a de- 
sire to treat with more favorable consideration ; 
those whom they have denounced as having j 
trampled on their rights, than thosewho have 
been precipitate, yet firm and determined, in | 
their resistance to aggressions? Will they i 
not turn away from us and say, “I would 
rather deal with an open enemy than a false ! 
or pretended friend ?'' 

1 am rejoiced to see Louisville waking up 
to the point of throwing oli' the influences 
which are so likely to separate her from her 
true friends. Does she compromise herself in i 
the position of being true to tho Union? I 1 
think not. In my deliberate judgment, to! 
the pacific and conciliatory course of the Bor- | 
der State* wc may attribute our deferred hope | 
of compromise. Because we prefer Union to I 
separation does not justify assaults on our ! 
friends. 

But what may he expected of a party who , 
have persisted in their determined hostility to 
slavery for forty years, and now for the first ] 
time have won possession of the Government, 
whose powerful arm they wish to wield to 
crush the institution? What may he expect- 
ed of a party which has divided churches, 
which looked coolly on whilst our proud fabric 
was crumbling into ruin, and rejected every 
overture of peace ? The olive was holdout 
to them, tho hand of friendship extended; and 
in turn the South is tendered the dire alterna- 
tive of the sword and the cannon, by Stales 
which have rendered themselves conspicuous 
for their resistance to the execution of the 
Federal laws, designed for the protection of 
the South, offering money hv millions anil 
men by thousands to force the South to obey 
the law. What Southern mind can come to 
any other conclusion than that these acts 
evince a desire, if not a determined purpose, 
to shed Southern blood as the beginning of a 
bloody war which will end in the abolition of 
slavery? What Kentuckian can exclude the 
conclusion that the same cause of hatred 
to the extreme South exists toward them? 
That there are hundreds and thousands good 
and true men in the North and Northwest 
who do not partake of that feeling must be 
admitted by all impartial observers ; hut they 
are now powerless for good. Would to God 
they were not ! 

But we are now pointed to tho remarkable 
peace concession and conciliatory disposition 
of the present Administration manifested by 
tlie withdrawal of the garrison at Fort Sum- 
ter, for the avowed reason that it is on the 
point of starvation, ami the Government has 
not the power to reinforce it! That is truly 
magnanimous. But still other forts must he 
held aqd the revenue collected. Most reluc- 
tantly my mind lias been brought to the con- 
clusion that these signs of peace are hut to 
disarm the Border States, that their state of 
preparation for action may he abandoned, and 
i that time may he gained under the hope, if 
not the certain prospect, that tho people can- 
not afford to renew these scenes because of 
the pecuniary distress which will accompany 
them. Mr. Seward is a shrewd, if not a wise 
man. He knows the country cannot be held 
up to its present intense feeling for two years, 
the time it will now require to go through all 
the formalities of securing amendments to 
the Constitution by a National Convention. 
If amendments cannot he secured, he coolly 
speculates that the middle States cannot af- 
ford to meet again in so short a time the 
crushing effects of a crisis like the present. 
The people must go to work or he ruined ; 
trade and commerce must he settled, or the 
country perishes. When settled, its settled 
condition will he used as a powerful argument 
against re-agitation. The loss attending such 
re-agitation will ho summed up against 
what may he gained to the slaveholder by in- 
sisting upon rights now said to he abstract 
and theoretical. 

Thus we will have no compromise nor ad- 



ditional security. Meanwhile the Southern 
States will have perfected their scheme of. 
Government, formed treaties, created armies, I 
built navies, o-tahlislied reveftues, and made 
a national debt. Thus will the difficulties 
be increased, if not made insuperable, against 
minion. The South will then he divided. 
That portion remaining with the North will 
he utterly powerless in legislation, and thus 
lnav then b • used to oppress their brethren in 1 
the South in a thousand forms under pretense 
of lav. - and policy, without being held to he a , 
direct blow against slavery. The two slave 
sections will thus he made to assume unfriend- 
ly relation*, the means of that portion of the 
South remaining with the North used to in- 
crease and sustain an army officered hv 
Northern men, to build ships and establish a 
large naval power, bounties exacted to sus- j 
lain manufacturing establishments, and then 
may Fort Sumter and oilier* l>e retaken. But 
what may be still worse: a state of ill-feeling 
may he engendered between Southern people 
leading to duties on productions of the soil, 
whilst tho Northern Government may with 
a view to heighten the feud resort to export 
duties on our productions, and by other re- 
strictions on trade he brought iu deadly con-! 
llict. Wc do know that the sources of 
our wealth are derived from our Southern j 
trade, whilst much of the surplus of the [ 
'Western Free States finds a market in the 
North. Can Kcntuckvfaffnrd to risk tlicben- 
efil of free navigation of the Mississippi and j 
duties on her Southern trade? I think not. 
But, say some brave politicians who can do | 
tlie windwork of fighting, we will hew out- 
way. sword in hand. Suppose that extreme ! 
course he successful; will whippingthe South- 
ern people make them buy your produce? 
You spend your blood and treasure to go r 
there, and w hen there, no customer offers to 
purchase. "Who is tho loser by such an oper- 
ation? 

With these views I come to the conclusion 
that the most certain and reliable way to 
prevent civil war, to give quiet and certainty 
to tho direction of trade, to relieve tlie people 
from that awful suspense which now awaits 
them between tlie hope of peace and the 
dread of war, to restore confidence, to relieve 
foreign nations from an apparent reluctance 
to recognize the independence of the Cotton 
States, to place commerce and trade in its 
wonted channels, and to prepare the way for 
future remunerative policy, dictates that the 
whole of the slave States come at once to- 
gether, unite under the Constitution of the 
United States with such amendments a* they 
think will he sufficient to secure their rights 
in a reunion of the States, and throw wide 
open the door for the coming in of our North- 
ern and Western Stale*. It is tlie slave 
States who complain : and now. after n lapse 
of three quarters of a century, they are pre- 
pared by experience to determine what form 
of words will secure us, and to that we arc 
entitled. If on that basis we can reunite, it 
will he a glorious achievement. If we can- 
not, hotter for both sections that they remain 
separate, trusting to chances, than to remain 
together entertaining feelings of deadly hate, 
practically divided, theoretically united, neg- 
lecting all the great and essential interests in 
which the peace and prosperity of the people 
arc involved, in angry contests over one spe- 
cies of property which is so interwoven with 
the social and domestic relations of ono sec- 
tion that its destruction would break up the 
foundations of society, while in the other sec- 
tion it is offensive to a conscience which, in 
point of morality, rises above that of the 
Saviour of mankind, the Father of li is Coun- 
try, the Constitution of the United States, 
and the Holy Scriptures. 

We must have pence. Wc must, by all 
the means in our power, resist war. If we 
cannot live together in peace and harmony, 
the sooner we can come to an honorable and 
ju*t separation the better.

State Rights Meeting in Owen County. 

At an adjourned meeting of tlie citizens of 
Owen, hchl at tho court-house in Owcnton, 
on the 18th instant, county court day. to con- 
sider the questions now occupying public at- 
tention, Msj. B. Haydon was called to the 
chair, and Dr. H. G. Smith was appointed 
Secretary. 

A. Ik Grover offered tlie following pream- 
ble and resolutions : 

Whereas, Nearly one half of all the 
Southern States have dissolved their connec- 
tion with the Federal Union and establisheda 
government of their own, embracing all tlie! 
powers of an independent sovereignty; and i 
other Southern States of the Union, in con- 1 
vention assembled, are now earnestly debat- i 
ingtlie question of dissolving their connection 
with the confederacy: 

And Whereas. The President of the j 
United States has announced in his inaugural 
address, “That the power conferred on him 
will he used to hold, occupy, and possess the 
property and places belonging to the Gov- 
ernment, 'to collect dutic*, imposts, thus 
indicating the unmistakable policy, so far as 
the administration has the power, of plung- 
ing the country into a civil, bloody, and deso- 
lating war: 

And Whereas, Several of the Northern 
States have, by recent legislative enactments, 
made ample provision for arming, enrolling, 
and equipping their citizen soldiery, and have 
tendered men and money — “ the whole power 
of the State " — to tlie administration of tlie 
Federal Government, with the evident design 
to coerce, and, if need he, to subjugate the se- 
ceding States: 

And Whereas, Various Southern States 
arc making preparation to oppose the threat- 
ened invasion of their sovereign spil»hv op- 
posing force with force; and if war ensue, 
Kentucky, from her geographical position, 
the character of her institutions, and the tem- 
per of her citizens, will, from necessity, be 
involved in the bloody strife; therefore 

Resolved, That it is the duty of tlie Lpgis- 
latuae, when it shall again convene on the 
20th inst., without delay, to pass an act ena- 
bling the freemen of Kentucky, through t heir 
chosen delegates, to meet in convention at an 
early day, to determine the line of action 
which the State should adopt to preserve her 
safety, defend her honor, and maintain the 
public peace. 

Resolved, That it is the imperative duty of 
said Legislature to vote all needful appropri- 
ations to put Kentucky in a condition to pro- 
tect her soil from invasion, and her people 
from encroachment, come from what source 
they may. 

R rsolved, That the attempt on tho part of 
the Administration, to take by force the forts, 
arsenals, and other public property now held 
hv tlie seceding States, will necessarily result 
in civil war, which will he shocking to hu- 
manity, and such attempt on the part of the 
Federal Government should, and will be resist- 
ed by the people of Kentucky, at all hazards 
and to the last extremity. 

R: solved, That we hail as a harbinger of 
peace, the reporUfrom Washington, that the 
Administration is about to withdraw the gar- 
rison from Fort Sumter, and surrender the 
fort to tlie people of the State where located : 
and whether the proposed evacuation an d 
surrender he the result of necessity or of mag- 
nanimity on the part of tho Federal Govern- 
ment, the result is Yhe same, tending in any 
tevon to tlie preservation of the public peace, 
and to the forming of a basis for the peaceful 
solution of impending perils. 

R evolved, That we earnestly desire a recon- 
struction of the Union of all the States upon 
principles of constitutional right and State 
equality; as understood by the framers of the 
Constitution and expounded by the Federal 
judiciary; and to bring about a final adjust- 
ment now and forever ol tlio issues on which 
sections of tlie country arc divided, wo arc 
willing to accept of the series of amendment ■ 
to the Federal Constitution, proposed iu the 



Senate of tho United States by Kentucky's 
distinguished citizen, Hon John J. Critten- 
den, with the amendment offered by llon.L. 
W. Powell, although by uo means conceding to 
the Southern States the just measure of their 
rights. 

Ri.-xdr d. That the permanent dissolution 
of tli i-* Union would retard the onward march 
of human freedom, and should >uch a catas- 
trophe, befall the nation,. it will result main- 
ly from tlie fanaticism of a dominant northern 
majority. But if all honorable means of a 
permanent and final adjustment fail, anil ir- 
revocable dissolution comes!" the destinies of 
Kentucky will, in that sail hour, he found 
linked with that of the Southern States, upon 
such terms as in her judgment will host pro- 
mote her interest and preserve her honor. 

And inasmuch as the foregoing pre- 
amble and resolutions, embody the opin- 
ion of a large majority of the citizens of Owen 
county, upon the present unhappy condition 
of public affairs and the proper line of action 
to ho adopted by the Federal Government, 
the Legislature of Kentucky, and the people 
at large — 

Wcsaivcd, That A. II. Gale, our member in 
the lower branch of the Legislature, and A. 
P. Grover, our Senator, he requested to lay the 
same before their respective bodies as the me- 
morial of the people of Owen without regard 
to party. 

The resolutions were advocated by tlie 
mover in a speech of some length, in which 
he reviewed the action of the Legislature, as 
well as his own course, on the questions in- 
volved in the resolutions. 

They were opposed by Dr. John B. English, 
who was . replied to by Mr. Grover, E F. 
Burnes, Esq., and Dr. R. H. Gale. 

The resolutions wero adopted without one 
dissenting vote. 

Tho meeting was perhaps tho largest ever 
held in the town ; not less thug a thousand of 
the real yeomanry of the county were present. 
The greatest unanimity and enthusiasm per- 
vaded the meeting- 

tV. G. Simpson offered the following res- 
olution, which was adopted without a dissent- 
ing voice : 

Resolved, That wc hereby indorse the 
speech of the Hon. J. YV. Stevenson, deliv- 
ered in the United States House of Represen- 
tatives, on tlie day of January, 1801 ; 

and recommend him to the voters of ilii» 
district for re-election.

Sowing Grass Seeds. 

Mr. Johnston gives his practice in a letter 
to the Rural American. He lias never sown 
over twelve pounds of clover seed per acre, 
unlc*s by mistake, and he always had large 
crops if any one in the neighborhood had. 
He says : 

“TIalf a bushel of timothy seed to the acre j 
will give a better quality of llay, hut with me j 
the quantity is much less than with six j 
quarts. I know that wc read that those who \ 
sow bountifully shall reap bountifully, hut 
this will not hold good in fanning. I vibra- 
ted between on.' and three bushels of wheat to 
the acre for several years, hut settled down to 
one and a half bushels, believing it to give 
the greatest yield; although with two and two 
and a quarter the wheat ripens a few days 
earlier. To prove this, a farmer has only to 
sow half an acre with from two and a quarter 
to three bushels per acre, and sow the other 
partof the field with one and a half, and it 
will he found that tho thick sown will he 
readv to cut a few days sooner than the thin."

Provided, That the following propositions, 
submitted in the Senate of the United States 
by Hon. John J. Crittenden, be presented by 
Congress to the States for ratification, and 
provided a sufficient number of States shall 
adopt said propositions as amendments to the 
Federal Constitution: 

Whereas, Serious and alarming dissensions 
have arisen between the Northern and Southern 
States, concerning the rights and security of 
the rights of the slaveholding States, and 
especially their rights in the common territory 
of tlie United States; and whereas, it is emi- 
nently desirable and proper that those dissen- 
sions "which now threaten the very existence 
of this Union, should he permanently quieted 
and settled by constitutional provisions, which 
shall do equal justice to all sections, and there- 
by restore to the people that peace and good 
will which ought to prevail between all citi- 
zens of the United States: therefore, 

Resolved by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the Unite d States of America in 
Cony r ess assembled, (two thirds of both Houses 
concurring,) That tho following articles 
be, and are hereby, proposed and submitted as 
amendments to the Constitution of the United 
States, which shall be valid to all intents and 
purposes as part of said Constitution, when 
ratified by conventions of three fourths of tlie 
several States. 

Art. 1. In all the territory of tho United 
States now held or hereafter acquired, situate 
north of latitude 36° W, slavery or involun- 
tary servitude, except as a punishment for 
crime, is prohibited, while such territory shall 
remain under territorial government. In all 
the territory south of said line of latitude j 
slavery of the African race is hereby recog- 
nized as existing, and shall not bo interfered , 
with by Congress; but shall be protected as 
property by all the departments of the torri- ! 
torial government during its continuance; i 
and when any Territory, north or south of 
said line, within such boundaries as Congress 
may prescribe, shall contain tlie population . 
requisite for a member of Congress, accord- | 
ing to the then Federal ratio of ropresenta- ] 
tion of the people of the United States, it 
shall, if its form of government be republi- 
can, be admitted into the Union on an equal 
footing with the original States, with or with- 
out slavery, as the constitution of such new 
State may provide. 

Art. 2. Congress shall have no power to 
abolish slavery in places under its exclusive 
jurisdiction, and situate within the limits of 
States that permit the holding of slaves. 

Art. 3. Congress shall have no power to 
abolish slavery within the District of Colum- 
bia, so long as it exists in the adjoining States i 
of Virginia and Alaryland, or either, nor 
without the consent of the inhabitants, nor 
without just compensation first made to such 
owners of slaves as do not consent to such 
abolishment. Nor shall Congress at any 
time prohibit officers of the Federal Govern- 
ment or members of Congress, whose duties 
require them to be in said District, from 
bringing with them their slaves, and holding 
them as such during the time their duties may 
require them to remain there, and afterwards | 
taking them from the District. 

Art. 4. Congress shall have no power to! 
prohibit or hinder the transportation of slaves ; 
from one State to another, or to a Territory 
in which slaves are by law permitted to be 
held, whether that transportation be by land, 
navigable rivers, or by the sea. 

Art. 5. That, in addition to the provisions 
of the third paragraph of the second section 
of the fourth article of the Constitution of 
the United States, Congress shall have power 
to provide by law, a i y 1 it shall he its duty so 
to provide, that the United .States shall pay 
to the owner who shall apply for it the full 
value of his fugitive slave, in all cases when 
the marshal, or other officer, whose duty it 
was to arrest said fugitive, was prevented from 
so doing by violence or intimidation, or 
when, after arrest, said fugitive was res- 
cued by force, and the owner thereby 
prevented and obstructed in the pursuit of bis 
remedy for the recovery of his fugitive slave, 
under the said clause of the Constitution and 
tlie laws made in pursuance thereof. And in 
all such cases, when tlie United States shall 
pay for such fugitive, they shall have the 
right, in tlieir own name, to sue the county in 
which said violence, intimidation, or rescue 
was committed, and to recover from it, with 
interest and damages, the amount paid by 
them for said fugitive slave. And the said 
county, after it has paid said amount to the 
United States, may, for its indemnity, sue and 
recover from the wrong-doers, or rescuers, by 
whom the owner was prevented from tlie re- 
covery of his fugitive slave, in like manner 
as the owner himself might have sued and 
recovered. 

Art. G. No future amendment of the Con- 
stitution shall affect the five preceding articles, 
nor the third paragraph of the second section 
of the first article of the Constitution, nor 
the third paragraph of the second section of 
the fourth article of said Constitution; and 
no amendment shall be made to the Constitu- 
tion which will authorize or give to Congress 
any power to abolish or interfere with slavery 
in any of the States by whose laws it is or 
may bo allowed or permitted. 

And whereas, also, besides those causes ot 
dissension embraced in the foregoing amend- 
ments proposed to the Constitution of the 
United States, there are others which come 
within the jurisdiction of Congress, and may 
he remedied by its legislative power; and 
whereas, it is the desire of Congress, as far as 
| its power will extend, to remove all just cause 
| for the popular discontent and agitation 
I which now disturb the peace of the country, 
and threaten the stability of its institutions; 

! therefore, 

1 .“ Resolved by the Senate and Ifonse of Rep- 
resentatives of the United States of America 
in Congress asseml I d] That the laws now in 
force for the recovery of fugitive slaves are in 
strict pursuance of the plain and mandatory- 
provisions of the Constitution, and have been 
j sanctioned as valid and constitutional by the 
j judgment of the Supreme Court of tlie 
I United States; that the slaveholding States 
are entitled to the faithful observance and ex- 
ecution of those laws, and that they ought 
not to be repealed, or so modified or changed 
at to impair their efficiency; and that laws 
j ought to be made for the punishment of those 
I who attempt, by rescue of the slave, or other 
illegal means, to binder or defeat the due ex- 
ecution of said laws. 

“2. That all State laws which conflict with 
the fugitive slave acts, or any other constitu- 
tional acts of Congress, or which, in their 
operation impede, hinder, or delay, tho free 
course and due execution of any of said acts, 
are null and void by the plain provisions of 
the Constitution of tlie United States. A'et 
those State laws, void as they are, have given 
color to practices, and led to consequences 
which have obstructed the duo administra- 
tion and execution of acts of Congress, and 
especially the acts for the delivery of fugitive 
slaves, and have thereby- contributed much to 
the discord and commotion now prevailing. 
Congress, therefore, in the present perilous 
juncture, does not deem it improper, respeet- 
1 fully and earnestly to recommend the repeal 
of those laws to the several States which 
have enacted them, or such legislative cor- 
rections or explanations of them, as may 
prevent their being used or perverted to such 
mischievous purposes.

2. That for tlie purpose of preventing civil j 
war and the shedding of fraternal blood, the 
withdrawal of the Federal troops from the 
forts in the seceding States, would be attended 
with no dishonor or disgrace. 

3. That any attempt of tlie Federal Gov- 
ernment to coerce the seceding States would 
frustrate ail hopes of restoring our Federal 
Union, and involve the country in civil war. 

4. That the Hon. J. J. Crittenden is justly 
entitled to our gratitude, and the earnest 
thanks of tlie whole country for his untiring 

| and patriotic efforts to save the Union, and 
hand down our inestimable blessings to our 
children ns we received them from our 
| fathers. 

Air. THO AI AS offered the following reso- 
lution, which was adopted, viz : 

Resolved by the House of Representatives , 
That the use of this Hail be tendered to tlie 
Hon. James Guthrie, to address the people 
this evening at 7 J o'clock upon the subjects 
of National difficulties.

From Washington. 

• AA'ashinoton, March 20. 

Senate. — Air. Hale offered a resolution, which 
lies over, that the Senate adjourn on Satur- 
dav next, at 1 o’clock P. AL., sine die. 

The Senate then considered tho resolution 
of Air. Douglas calling for information in re- 
lation to forts, arsenals, navy yards, &c., in 
the seceded States. 

Air. Bayard said he had at all times tried so 
to guard his course that no word from his lips 
should have a tendency to increase and foster 
alienation and separation. He conceived re- 
union to be impracticable, and there remain- 
ed but one of two courses to pursue, viz: war, 
with a view to subjugation, or the acknowl- 
edgment of their independence as a separate 
nation. 

Mr. Bayard indicated a proposition that ho 
intended to offer, authorizing the President 
j to conclude a treaty with the Confederate 
States, acknowledging tlieir independence as 
a separate nation ; otherwise the other alter- 
native, civil war, would occur, which should 
be avoided. 

He argued that tlie act of secession is a 
breach of contract, and, as such, actual revo- 
lution ; but, at the same time, it is a revolu- 
tion inaugurated by the people themselves 
collectively, and you cannot meet it, except 
by war or peaceful negotiation. 

After ail executive session, the Senate ad- 
journed. 

AVashinqton, Alareh 20. 

AIucli curiosity is manifested respecting the 
action of the Administration relative to af- 
fairs South and various rumors prevail; but 
information derived from an authentic source 
warrants the assertion that whatever move- 
ments may bo in progress involve nothing of 
a hostile character, but, on tlie contrary, are 
in the direction of peace. They generally 
agree, however, that the military in tlie Gulf 
and the forts now held by the Federal Gov- 
ernment will be preserved. 

Senate Confirmations — Adams, to England, 
Alarsh, to Sardinia ; Webb, to Turkey; San- 
ford to Belgium; Thayer, Consul General to 
Egypt; Devine, Consul to Cork; Green Clay 
Secretary of Legation to Spain; Francis 
Queen, postmaster at Niles, Michigan ; Henry 
Shomo, postmaster at Fremont, Ohio; John 
B. Defrees, Superintendent of Public Print- 
ing, who will immediately organize a new 
government bureau; and J. AV". Nye, of New 
York, Governor of Nevada. 

The two indictments against Governor 
Floyd in the Court here were dismissed as un- 
tenable. The first was for a conspiracy to 
defraud the Government. 

The District Attorney stated in open court 
that there was no evidence to sustain the 
charge, and with the leave of tho court would 
enter a nolle prosequi. 

The second indictment was malfeasance in 
office in issuing acceptances. 

The act of 1857 prohibits prosecution where 
the party indicted has testified before a com- 
mittee of Congress, touching the matters 
charged. This has been judicially decided to 
be, not a privilege, but a mandate of law, and 
the cause would have come to an abrupt ter- 
mination, on the fact appearing in a court of 
trial. 

On the fact being submitted in advance to 
the court by counsel, both sides of the indict- 
ment were granted, as they could not be main- 
tained. 

The Commissioners of the Confederate
